We  received  our  black  bands 
and  went  joyfully  back  to  work,  realizing  that 
at  last  we  had  readied  that  coveted  goal  of 
seniors.

The  Beta  Gamma  Scholastic  Society  was  organized  during  the  school  year  of  1941-42  for  the 
purpose  of  stimulating  scholarship  among  the  students  of  Rex  Nursing  School.  The  purpose  of  such 
a  society  is  to  encourage  a  well-balanced  program  of  study,  word  practice,  rest  and  play  so  that  each 
member  may  be  able  to  "live  most  and  serve  best." 

A  total  average  of  90  per  cent  on  all  subjects  taken  for  a  period  of  at  least  two  consecutive 
semesters  is  the  initial  requirement  for  active  membership.  Freshman  students  who  have  qualified 
at  the  end  of  their  pre-clinical  period  will  be  extended  bids  as  "pledges,"  and  if  their  average  is 
maintained  throughout  the  remainder  of  the  first  school  year,  will  be  accepted  as  active  members 
at  the  beginning  of  the  junior  year.  Members  failing  to  maintain  the  required  average  for  two  con- 
secutive semesters  will  automatically  and  permanently  cancel  their  membership ;  members  who  have 
failed  to  maintain  the  required  average  for  one  semester  will  be  considered  inactive  members  through- 
out the  next  semester,  and  until  their  reinstatement  as  active  members  has  been  acted  upon  by  the 
society.
